First Session at Camp Pomponio Proves [Speeds Action 
Success, Staff Member, Scouts Agree 


“This is going to be the best 
year in Camp Pomponio’s five 
year history,” according to a re- 
port received last week from 
Wayne Pierson, 15, Menlo Park 
youth who has been serving at the 
camp. : : 

Young Pierson is a Life Scout. 
He joined staff members when 
they journeyed to the camp on 
June 17, and helped ready it for 
Boy Scouts from San Mateo coun- 


- ty council who are ‘currently at- 


tending summer camp there. 

The camp has 21 staff members, 
who reported before the camp’s 

opening date. 

“On Tuesday, June 23, 191 
campers came, in buses, from 
Millbrae, Burlingame and Red- 
wood City,” Pierson’s letter to 
the Recorder reveals. “The 
Scouts came in time for lunch 
—their first meal in the mess 
hall. During the afternoon they 
were assigned to quarters and 
given time to get settled for the 
night. 

“After supper, there was a gen- 
eral campfire at which they were 
given an outline of the program 
for the 10 days they were in 
camp.” 

The progi‘am is concerned main- 
ly with such Scout activities as 
swimming, camping, outdoor cook- 
ing, knot tying, use of knife and 
hatchet, and the development of 
other outdoor skills. 

ASSIGNED FOR TRAINING 

The lads who reported were 
then assigned to “provisional” 
troops at the camp, each troop 
having 35 boys. 

“Thursday,” the message contin- 
ues, “was ‘hike day’. Each of the 
troops went on a hike, all going 
in different directions.

It is brought 
on by wondering what elected public officials are up to. 

This condition, which has been widely attacked as “secret gov- 
erment” curing the past year,

Result is that much public business is transacted in meetings 
that the public never knew were going to be held. 

Two laws passed by the state legislature at the recent session 
are designed to end this type of “secret government” and the con- 
sequent plague of “wonderitis” that often descends upon citizens 
of a community. 

One bill requires that all public business be transacted in 
public meeting, with adequate notice given the public before- 
hand. This bill Governor Warren: signed into law last week. 

The second measure requires that all public records be made 
available for inspection by the public. This bill Governor Warren 
has not yet signed. It is a corollary of the first and we earnestly 
hope he will sign it in the time still remaining to him. 

We have 
never in recent years been kept in the dark as to what our public 


As we have said, we in Menlo Park are fortunate. 


officials were up to. But without these measures, too many well- 
meaning public officials have carelessly slipped into the habit of 
holding public meetings fer form, while transacting public business 
in private. 

Both bills declare: 

“The people of this State do not yield their sovereignty to 
the agencies which serve them. The people, in delegating 
authority, do not give their public servants*the right to decide 
what is good for the people to know and what is not good 
for them to know, the people insist on remaining informed 
so that they may retain control over the instruments they 
have created.” 

These are the principles to which this newspaper is dedicated. 
The two measures recently passed, one already signed into law, 
the other awaiting signature, do no more than restate and under- 
score these prinaiples. 

They will do much to remind some public servants who is boss 
and will, we hope, put an end to the peril of “wonderitis.”

Continuing our study of the 
pros and cons: of school unifica- 
tion, and most particularly the 
feasibility of the unification of 
the five southern elementary dis- 
tricts in-Sequoia High School Dis- 
trict, we come to the problem of 
future. growth. 

Last week we. found a favora- 
ble situation so far as comparison 
with the balance of the Sequoia 
district. existed: as to assessed val- 
uation per “school student, the 
prime consideration. so far as. op- 
eration and maintenance costs are 
concerned. 

What is the outlook for 
growth,however? | For : rate of 
growth determines. capital —re- 
quirements. 


Growth of school. attendance 
may increase as a result of two 
factors. 


One is obviously the rate at 
which new families move into the 
area. The other is the birth rate 
curve. 

Are-there an unusually large 
proportion of very young chil- 
dren in the community who will 
swell the school population as 
they grow older? 

The only statistics on preschool 
age children I know for our area 
is the 1950 census, which is now 
outdated. However, as an indica- 
ticn of the curve, I have taken fi- 
gures on the enrollment in the 
schools of San Mateo county on 
Oct. 31, 
ratio of enrollment in kindergart- 
en, the first and second grades, 


with that in the sixth, seventh and 


eighth grades. 
An exceptionally high ratio 
would indicate a probable more 


than normal rate of future growth| — 


of school attendance without con- 
sideration of new residents mov- 
ing into the area. 


rolment in the first three 
grades (K, Ist and 2nd), was 
1.83 times the enrollment in the 
sixth, seventh and eighth. Com- 
paring with this ratio was 1.58 
in Las Lomitas, 1.69 in Menlo 
Park, 2.03 in Ravenswood, 1.28 
in Greersburg and 1.81 in Por- 
tola, with a total of 1.83 for all 
five combined, or exactly the 
county average. 

How about the balance of the 
Sequoia district? The ratio in Bel- 
mont was 1.69, in Redwood City 
1.86, and in San Carlos 1.73, for a 
total of 1.81, or almost exactly 
the county average and the aver- 
age of the southern part of the 
Sequoia district. 

These figures are pretty good 
statistical evidence that despite 
the notable fertility of Ravens- 
wood, the ratio of very young 
children in the five southern dis- 
tricts to total population is pro- 
baby no greater than in the bal- 
ance of Sequoia and the_ balance 
of the county, and our future 
school building costs on account 
of the birth rate curve should be 
no larger relatively than theirs on 
this account.

Among the projects foreseen 
by the Health council are: 

A pre-school school for mental- 
ly retarded youngsters, as well as 
child guidance centers for the 
emotionally disturbed child, giv- 
ing council both to him and to his 
parents.
